New York—O>-The government, 


acting through a labor department 
conciliator, moved today to break 
the four-week deadlock between 
bituminous miners and operators 
who have been seeking a new wage- 
hour agreement. 


The conciliator. James F. Dewcy, 


was called before the committee of 
four Applachian operators and four 
representatives of the United Mine 
Workers of America (CIO) after he 
requested an opportunity to address 
the negotiators. 


Dewey said he acted after discus- 


sing the situation with several per- 
sons in Washington. He declined to 
name those whom he consulted. 


The contract under which the 


miners had been working expired 
March 31. Meanwhile 338,000 miners 
are idle. 


Philip Murray, vice president of 


the United Mine Workers, told the 
joint conference of operators and 
miners Tuesday that the 
miners 


were willing to accept a renewal of 
the old contract for two years pro- 
vided the penalty clause for illegal 
strikes were eliminated. 


The penalty clause, included in 


the separate district agreements, ap- 
peared to be the major point of dis- 
sension. The operators had said 
"no" to 26 proposals the union made 
for increased wages, shorter hours 
and improved working conditions.

head of the United Mine Workers, 
who had attended the conference, 
went to Washington last night

Quaranta, near the Greek frontier, 
at Valona on the southern coast; at 
Durazzo, along the central coast 
near Tirana, and at San Giovanni di 
Medua. on the northern coast near 
the Yugoslav frontier.

From Durazzo our troops started 
the march toward the interior?* the 
government said.

The first question is this: Why 


did Hitler follow up the conquest of 
Czecho-Slovakia

tries, least of all Poland, has been 
anti-Nazi. Both are 
fiercely anti 


Communist. Neither has had an 
effective alliance with France. Po 
land has had a very good under 
standing with Hitler's regime, and 
it participated in the dismember 
ment of Czecho-Slovakia. Danzig 
though nominally independent, 
actually governed by the Nazis, and 
the Corridor has not until very re 
cently been treated by the Nazis as 
one of their great grievances. Ye 
Hitler has judged it to be necessary 
and desirable to challenge the 
Poles. 


The second question is this: Why 


has the British government reactec 
so much more strongly against the 
challenge to Poland and Rumania 
than it did against the dismember- 
ment and total subjugation of the 
Czechs? Why has Great Brfitain, 
which was until recently so reluc 
tant to enter a full military alii 
ance even with France, become so 
suddenly ready to make a military 
alliance with any and every na- 
tion that can be persuaded to join 
the coalition? 
Wants Resources to 
Defy British Blockade 


There is, i: seems to me, only one 


hypothesis which answers these two 
questions, and makes intelligible 
all the other known facts in this ex- 
traordinary situation. It is that Hit- 
ler's swift moves in eastern Europe 
are an effort to obtain control of 
the resources with which to defy a 
British blockade; it is that Mr. 
Chamberlain's spectacular counter- 
moves are an effort to establish a 
military line somewhere in eastern 
Europe which would make effec- 
tive a British blockade. 


For Hitler and Mr. Chamberlain 


alike the issue in the diplomatic 
struggle in eastern Europe is wheth- 
er British sea power is to continue 
to be an effective defense against 
the Nazi army and air force. With 
eastern Europe in his hands and 
with Russia neutralized and per- 
haps even complacent Hitler can 
challenge Great Britain and defy 
the blockade for so long a time 
that he might even win the war. If 
there were no eastern front, there 
would in fact be no blockade, and 
the largest weapon that the British 
possess, their navy, would have 
been canceled out. Therefore, it is 
to make their navy effective that 
the British now feel called upon at 
any cost to re-establish an eastern 
front 


The fact that Hitler has moved 


so quickly and by such violent 
means to obtain military control of 
eastern Europe has undoubtedly 
been interpreted 
in London 
as 


meaning that he intends to chal- 


lenge Great Britain in the nex 
few months. If Hitler were merel> 
constructing an empire, he woul< 
obtain greater and more endurinw 
results by proceeding more deliber 
ately. 


The fact that he has chosen the 


method of military conquest rather 
than of penetration and propaganda 
and gradual pressure, must be taken 
to mean that he has' immediate neec 
of the supplies with which to neu 
tralize the threat of a British block- 
ade. 
Then if he confronts Great 


Britain, he might be able to compe, 
a surrender because Britain had lost 
her most effective weapon. 


Hitler spoke on Saturday about 


denouncing the Anglo-German nav- 
al treaty. That is an empty gesture 
because he can never outbuild the 
British Navy. 
But if he can hold 


eastern Europe and get at the Rus- 
sian materials, he will have spikec 
the guns of the British navy. Then 
he can cash in on the superiority of 
his air force and the offensive pow- 
er of his army. And then he might 
dictate a settlement not on 
the 


battlefield, but once more at Mu- 
nich. 
British Blockade 
Would Defeat Germany 


The key to the situation is wheth- 
er or not the British can impose a 
blockade. One might say that last 
year's crisis was dominated by the 
threat of German air raids, and this 
present crisis is dominated by the 
threat of a British blockade. 
The 


Nazi name for the blockade is "en- 
circlement"; their anger at 
Mr. 


Chamberlain and at Britain comes 
from their knowledge that if the 
blockade ',s ever enforced, it will 
certainly defeat them. It defeated 
them in 1914-18; it would defeat 
them even more quickly today, for 
Germany has far fewer reserves to- 
day than she had in 1914. 


The realization of this fact ex- 


plains the willingness, the eagerness 
of Great Britain and France to give 
military guaranties in eastern Eu- 
rope. For how would Great Brit- 
ain 
and France give 
military 


assistance to 
Poland 
and 
Ru- 


mania? 
They cannot send an 


army to eastern Europe. They will 
lot be foolish enough to kill a mil- 
ion men trying to break through the 
German fortifications. The mean- 
ing of their guaranty is, in the last 
analysis, that if Hitler attacks, they 
will blockade Germany, and com- 
>el Germany to exhaust 
herself 


rying to break out of the blockade. 


What the British and the French 


are saying to Poland and Rumania 
and Russia is that if these countries 
do not resist, they will be dismem- 
>ered and subjugated. If they do 
resist they may be fiercely attack- 
ed. But as long as they maintain a 
ront somewhere which closes the 
blockade Germany cannot win. and 
.herefore. they will survive as in- 
dependent nations.

The treasury gave congress—and 


the curious—a glimpse of the na- 
tion's big pay checks by sending to 
the capitol a 1,132-page report list- 
ing nearly 50,000 persons who were 
paid $15,000 or more by corpora- 
tions. Congress has revised the law 
requiring the report, and next year's 
list will be limited to salaries of 
$75,000 and up.

Washington—The more the prob- 


lems of how to revise the neutrality 
law is studied by congress, the more 
difficult is a decision, because near- 
ly everything which relates to Eu- 


rope

get along and avoid war even if the 
British and French are defeated by 
the dictators, and those who feel that 
America cannot shut herself 
off 


cither in trade or otherwise from 
what is happening now or is likely 
to hcppen abroad. 


Since nobody can guarantee just 


what will develop abroad or what 
contingencies will face the Amer- 
ican government, the suggestion has 
been made again and again that 
broad discretionary powers be vest- 
ed in the president of the United 
States to determine neutrality policy 
as the occasion requires. 


But to entrust such a grave re- 


sponsibility to one man Is consider- 
ed dangerous, and a 
substantial 


number of senators and representa- 
tives fear that such a discretionary 
power may be misused or abused or 
mistakenly applied even with the 
best of intentions. 


Combine Ideas 


So. if the situation is too uncer- 


tain to make rules and prescribe a 
rigid formula and if it is too dan- 
gerous to keep the powers vague 
and let them be exercised by one 
man. the only other solution is to 
pass a law which meets all the ob- 
jections mentioned. This means a 
combination of both ideas—the dis- 
cretionary and the check on the dis- 
cretionary power. 
Perhaps the best way to accom- 


plish the desired result lies in hav- 
ing congress create a neutrality com- 
mission, composed of six members 
of the house and six of the senate, 
and representing equally both po- 
litical parties, and for the secretary 
of state and the secretary of war and 
the secretary of the navy to 
be 


members of the commission. If the 
joint congressional commission is up 
against a decision as to how 
the 


neutrality 
policy of the 
United 


States, as it relates to trndc in mu- 
nitions and supplies, shall be ap- 
plied, and if congress is not in ses- 
sion, the decision certainly would 
be that of nine persons instead of 
one, and these nine would represent 
all political factions. 


If. on the other hand, 
congress 
were in session and a majority of 
both houses disliked the rulings of 
the neutrality commission, a simple 
prohibitory resolution would check- 
mate such action. 
As for a crisis 


which might arise when congress is 
not in session, there Is always the 
prospect that, in response to public 
demand, the president would call 
both houses into special scss:on. 


Main Objection 


The main objection to such a plan 


as outlined above will be 
that 


American trade might be subjected 
to sudden reversals of policy, but. 
on the other hand, producers and 
traders would have ample oppor- i 
tunity to gauge the trend of Ameri- 
can sentiment long in r.dvancc and 
determine whether they were tak- 
ing undue risks. The theory that the 
United States can be 
suddenly 


plunged into war or embarked on a 
policy which plainly leads to war 
without public opinion functioning 
in advance hat, lately been given a 
good deal of currency, but it is rath- 
er far-fetched and docs not square 
with the facts o. history. 


The events leading up to Ameri- 


can participation in the World war 
in 1917 were known to the American 
people and thoroughly debated from 
1914 to 1517. and when, as a conse- 
quence of wanton attacks on Amer- 
ican citizens and their property, the 
decision arose as to whether to ac- 
quiesce or resist, only a handful in 
either house of congress indicated in 
advance of the war dcclar-.tion an

If a neutrality commission were 


established—not for the purpose of 
deciding whether America should 
go to waf, but how mucn trading 
should be allowed in time of war- 
there would be ample opportunity 
for public opinion to register disap- 
proval if the course being followed 
seemed to lead toward involvement 
of the United States in war. 


What the dictatorship countries 


recognize all 100 well is that democ- 
racies are weak and indecisive and 
that their vitality can be sapped by 
stirring up all sorts of antagonisms 
to keep them from acting efficiently 
in a crisis. To offset this, the democ- 
racies will have to find a better for- 
mula than constant debate or reli- 
ance on the slow process of law- 
making when once a crisis has been 
reached. The joint commission idea 
with its bi-partisan angle answers 
the objections to 1-man government 
and to the possibility that either par- 
ly could, for partisan 
advantage, 


drag the nation into a policy involv- 
ing war.

Madison — Another step has been 


taken to maintain the high qual- 
ity of Wisconsin sauerkraut. Three 
University of Wisconsin investiga- 
tors, J. C. Walker, J. P. Jolivette, 
and J. C. McLean have found that 
the lack of boron in the soil causes 
a disease of cabbage which has 
never been identified before as to 
the boron deficiency. 


The investigators report that bor- 


on deficiency in cabbage generally 
results in a disease characterized 
by a breakdown of the core. Oft- 
en the presence of the disease is not 
noticed until the heads are split 
open. Where the disease is present, 
it reduces the quality of sauerkraut 
made from the cabbage, for in kraut 
manufacture, the core is shredded 
along with the head. 


Walker and his associates are rec- 


ommending that twenty pounds of 
borax to the acre be applied to re- 
duce the percentage of 
diseased 


plants to a very low figure. 


In trials with various other mem- 


sers of the cabbage family, it was 
found that cauliflower is the most 
seriously affected by boron defic- 
ejicy. with 87 per cent of the plants 
showing disease 
symptoms. With 


sale. 27 per cent of the plants were 
diseased, and Marion Market cab- 
bage, collard. and broccoli were al- 
most as badly affected as kale.

Foreign strains of red clover, ex 


cept Canadian, have been 
found 


generally unsuitable for Wisconsin 
conditions, according to a bulletin 
received by J. F. Magnus, countj 
agricultural 
agent. Most foreign 


strains were unable to stand the 
heat, drought and leaf-hopper in 
festation of the 1937 summer and 
as a result they showed sparse 
stands and were largely overgrowi 
with weeds when fall came. 


Counts made in the spring of 1938 


by O. S. Aamodt and J. H. Tor- 
rie, of the University of Wisconsin 
showed the stand of foreign rec 
clover then averaged 69 per cent 
as much as in the preceding fall, in 
comparison with 75 per cent for the 
domestic clovers. Although this is 
not regarded as a large enough dif- 
ference to be significant, it is likely 
that a more severe winter than that 
of 1937-1938 would have revealed 
greater differences in hardiness. 


The European strains average on- 


ly 31 per cent as large a yield pi 
dry hay as did American clovers in 
the first cutting of 1938. and 25 
per cent in the second cutting. 
These large differences, it is ex- 
plained, were brought about partly 
by the poorer stands of European 
varieties, and partly by their less 
vigorous growth. 


Aamodt and Torrie found that 


one strain from Chile did better 
than the average of those from Eu- 
rope, but yielded only 54 per cent 
as much as domestic clovers. On the 
other hand, Canadian red clover did 
very well, 
comparing 
favorably 


with American varieties in both 
stand and yield.

Peanut Crop 


Peanuts were another crop show 


ing larger income in 1938 compar- 
ed with 1937. The $39.951,000 of in 
come received by producers in 1931 
was the largest in sevcraj years. The 
1937 income was $36,295,000. Princi- 
pal reasons for the increase in 1938 
were increased -sales of 
peanuts 


and relatively stable prices when 
compared with 1937. 


Soybeans are rapidly increasing 


in importance as a contributor to 
farm income and in 1938 yielded a 
cash income of $31,933.000. This 
compared with $28,030,000 in 1937 
The 1938 income from soybeans was 
the largest on Government rec- 
ord. The increase in 1938 over 1937 
was due principally to the marked 
increase in output more than offset- 
ting lower prices. 


The 1938 cash income from clover 


seed (red and alsike) totaled $15,- 
664.000 in 1938 compared with $9.- 
862,000 in 1937. Lespedeza 
seed 


yielded $5,363,000 of cash income 
in 1938 compared with $4,757,000 in 
1937. The producers of maple su- 
gar and sirup had a cash income 
of $4.281,000 in 1938 compared with 
$3,808.000 in 1937, and the growers 
of sweet sorghum for forage re- 
ceived $2,760.000 compared with $2,- 
112,000 in 1937.

li we could conjure up a man endowed 


with all power over the lands upon this 
earth and their boundaries and the nations 
and their peoples how could he best ex- 
ercise that power so that thereafter peace 
might prevail? 


He would observe at the outset that 


the affairs of the world are governed by 
the great powers. 
A great power is a 


nation with such intelligence, courage and 
numbers as to be recognized as a factor 
too powerful and important to be cast 
aside. These great powers, admittedly, 
consist today of America, Britain, France, 
Italy, Germany, Japan, and possibly Rus- 
sia. 


If they would preserve peace among 


themselves the lesser powers must, at 
their behest, preserve peace too.

WHAT PRICE, LIBERTY? 


Roy W. Howard, head of the Scripps- 


lloward Newspapers, a string of liberal 
journals, writes from Italy that "Fascism 
has been sold to the Italian masses." 


He remarks that, viewed from a dis- 


tance, it is hard to understand a fact 
of this character because the American 
cannot conceive how a people will em- 
brace a system which destroys the liberty 
of the individual even as it eventually is 
expected to destroy the individual him- 
self. But Mr. Howard insists that it is 
the intelligentsia in Italy who are discon- 
tented with the prohibition against liber- 
ty's basic lights, whereas the masses of 
the people support a system which, in 
turn, has provided them steadily 
with 


work, with wine, and with a colorful and 
endless cavalcade of entertainment and 
thrills projected by supershowmanship. 


Mr. Howard questions whether 
the 


great immigration to America that started 
in earnest a century ago was so largely 
induced by the love of liberty as Ameri- 
cans have constantly assumed. He sug- 
gests that the millions left Europe then 
mostly because they were 
looking for 


economic security, a thing that seems 
more difficult to find in America today 
than any place else. He recalls that the 
Europe of those days was a land of un- 
employment and that America held forth 
that immeasurable promise of "land and 
work for all." 


It is hard to accept Mr. Howard at par 


upon these propositions. 
Of course eco- 


nomic security is a mighty factor in any- 
one's life just as food is an essential to 
existence. Neither can it be said that a 
rule of thumb can be established by which 
to 
divine men's thoughts since 
the 


thoughts are too variant for any possible 
rule. Very often economic insecurity and 
the loss of liberty go hand in hand. Such 
was the fact a hundred years ago with 
Europe. Such is not the fact there today. 


Yet it has always been noticeable that 


when liberty was denied America's gates 
were crashed from abroad. 


And if we could trade some people 


we have who think they like foreign isms 
for those abroad who crave to get here 
for the freedom we have we would never 
have occasion to complain at the bargain. 


New York—Jim Riley has watched the pass- 


ing parade of Greenwich Village for nearly a 
quarter of a century. He has seen the long 
haired men and short haired women—the self- 
styled geniuses of art and letters—come and 
(almost) go. 


Riley. proprietor of the Greenwich Village 


Casino, got into the restaurant business by ac- 
cident. Many years ago there was much activi- 
ty around the Greenwich Village Theatre, and 
because there was no convenient place for the 
actors to cat, Riley and some associates took 
over operation of the Greenwich Village Inn. 


Time went on and the Inn became a gather- 


ing place for the Villagers. They loved to sit 
about for hours, talking. Those were the halcyon 
days when conversation was an art; when it 
was considered a gay and successful evening if 
one mingled with congenial comrades chatting 
and laughing. 


Riley remembers those early days of the Inn 


when Eugene O'Neill, who was to become 
America's First Dramatist, slaved over his first 
play there. He speaks, too, of Mary Lewis' 
struggles at the Village Theatre and of the 
many times she came over to the Inn and gave 
free recitals after appearing as a show girl for 
evening performances at the theatre—the same 
Mary Lewis who was to become a star at the 
Metropolitan. Jeanette MacDonald started her 
career down there; and Robert Montgomery 
was a chorus boy. 


Riley remembers the night when the Duk 


of Windsor, then Prince of Wales, dropped i 
with his party. On that same evening there wa 
a group of about 50 telephone girls havin 
dinner at a long table at the Inn. There wer 
few women in the Prince's party, and hi 
equerry asked Riley if introductions might no 
be accomplished so that the gentlemen migh 
ask the girls to dance. 


So it came about that the telephone girls 


danced away the evening with British Royaltj 
the Prince and the gentlemen of his party danc 
ing in turn with each of the girls. 


To this day, Riley will tell you. not one o 


the girls knows she was dancing with the mos 
romantic and historic lover of our time—th 
man who was to become King of England and 
Emperor of India and then surrender those 
thrones for "The Woman I Love"—a Baltimore 
divorcee. 


Sightseers always find the Village interesting 


and Riley confesses that he sometimes is shock- 
ed to hear the fantastic things visitors expec 
to find there. On one occasion a sightseer bu 
slopped in front of the Inn and about 40 men 
and women disembarked and trooped into the

AN ENGINE OF LONG AGO 


On its way to the New York World's 


Fair the William Crooks, a locomotive en- 
gine that was the pride of its day, stopped 
at Paterson, New Jersey, to look over the 
town where it was riveted together 78 
years ago. Then with a sigh, and per- 
haps a bit of snort, it was on its way. 


The William, Crooks is 51 feet long 


and weighs 18 tons. It will be placed 
alongside one of the modern locomotives 
nearly three times longer 
and 
fifteen 


times heavier. The William Crooks burned 
wood. But the modern engine with the 
roar of its oil burner need not swagger 
and look down upon the achievements 
and the antecedents of the lord of a by- 
gone day. 


For the William Crooks could show a 


pedigree that would set the modern en- 
gine back on its haunches as a parvenu. 
Grant was hammering on the gates of 
Vicksburg when the William Crooks start- 
ed on its first run from St. Paul to that 
distant place called Minneapolis. 
And 


since that day it has proudly hauled the 
elite of the land as well as vast trains of 
immigrants who could hardly tell the 
conductors where they were going but 
spread out through the great northwest to 
build a nation. The William Crooks was 
one of our most effective empire build- 
ers.

To reach 
the open ocean, she must travel 
cither through the English Channel 
between England and France, or 
northward between England and 
the Scandinavian peninsula. Eng- 
land blocked both those passages 
during the World War. Her navy is 
being built up to be able to do it 
again. 


At present Germany is headed 


eastward. She has vastly increased 
her raw materials lesources, but it 
is still doubtful whether she has 
reached enough food to be self-sus- 
taining in case of war. If she hasn't 
she has two courses, and they may 
not work. First she can try to get 
food from Russia by seizins: the 
Ukraine, and second, she can try 
to get out to the ocean by way of 
the Balck Sea, the Dardanelles and 
the Mediterranean. 


Through her economic pact with 


Rumanian, Germany already has a 
[ooting of some sort in the Black 
Sea. Perhaps Turkey will let her 
;o from there through the Darda- 
nelles into the Mediterranean. But 
there again appears England, in 
command of the strategic spots, 


libraltar at the west and the Suez 
anal at the east. 


Air Strength Important 


But if it really comes to a battle 


lor food, as it did in the last war. 
Sngland herself is not invulnerable. 
Strategists point out that Germany, 
in comma: id of the air. could well 
nigh starve England to her knees. 


It may be true that a well armed 


navy can defy an air armada. That 
s yet to be tested in war. But it is 
certain that merchant vessels can 
>e destroyed from the air. Many 
a British merchantman -has been 
unk in the Atlantic and the Medi- 
erranean by insurgent planes dur- 
ng the Spanish civil war. 
In command of the air, Germany 
ould shut off England's food sup- 
»ly as effectively as she did with 
ubmarines during the World War. 
he English public was frightened 
ast fall at the prospect of bombs 
ailing on the big cities. Strategists 
say the real danger lies in the 


ombs that would be carried over 
he top of England to be dropped 
n merchant ships out in the At- 
antic.

them like a blind man in a bofi.

•was obvious that he had scarcely 
looked at them and was trying to 
read something that someone had 
just thrust into his hand. 


Also. Frazicr had never known 


Douglas, had shown no sign of op- 
posing his appointment until just 
before the Senate was about to con- 
firm it. He seldom addresses the 
Senate, and then only on Indians 
or agriculture. This time, however, 
he suddenly rose and announced 
his intention to speak. 
.Burden of

which followed was that the new 
Supreme Court Justice was not a 
real liberal, was not sincere in his 
campaign to regulate Wall Street. 


All of which considerably mys- 


tified Frazier's Senatorial colleagues 
and gave them the impression that 
he had merely repeated a written 
diatribe against Douglas which a 
friend had composed for him. 


Apparent 
confirmation of 
this 


came a little later, when it was 
reported that instigators of Frazier's 
remarks 
were Max Lowcnthal. 


counsel for the Senate railway fi- 
nance investigating committee, and 
Orben Litchfield. a member of the 
brokerage firm of Hibbs and Com- 
pany. 


Far. more 
interesting, however, 


was the remark of Litchfield when 
accused of inspiring the Frazier 
speech. It Indicated that some of 
the boys are taking the Douglas 
presidential talk more than serious- 
ly. 


"We weren't interested in Doug- 


las as Supreme Court Justice," said 
Litchfield. "All we wanted to do 
was to spike his guns for 1940."

.numbing defeat last fall will soon 
give way to a concerted program of 
organized activity which will carry 
through the summer and fall months 
it was said at the party's state head- 
quarters here today. 


Former Governor Philip F. LaFol- 


lettc will return to Madison, it be- 
came known today, sometime next 
week. With his arrival, it is expected 
that the organization which has 
purposely remained quet during the 
last four or five months will bestir 
itself again. 


One of the first tasks will be the 
| reorganization of the party machine, 
j which has taken some stern pun- 
j ishment during the last year. First 
i order of business will be the selec- 
tion of a new party chairman, to re- 
place John Reynolds of Green Bay, 
who resigned last December. 


Younger Men Mentioned 


Little has been said in party cir- 


cles thus far about potential can- 
didates for that important position, 
but there is basis for the belief that 
an attempt will be made at the next 
meeting of the party's central group, 
which will be held very soon, to ele- 
vate a member of the younger crowd 
in the party to the chairmanship of 
the organization. 


Two names boomed quietly thus 


far are J. K. Kyle, late secretary of 
the state labor board, and John Thiel 
director of the state tax commission. 
Of the two. Thiel is regarded as the 
most likely choice since he 
will 


probably soon be removed from his 
post in the state tax commission by 
the Heil administration through its 
reorganization project, which will 
supercede the LaFollette reorganiza- 
tion which furnished Thiel his job 
originally. Moreover. Thiel has been 
more prominently identified with 
party organization activity over a 
long perior than has Kyle. 


It seemed likely today that there 


would be objections to both candi- 
dates from some of the older heads 
in the party because neither is suf- 
ficiently known to the party's work- 
ers, and to the public. 


Evjne May Get Job 


In some capital Progressive quar- 
ters it was believed this week that 
the old-timers would succeed 
in 


putting over W. T. Evjue, long a 
thundering influence in the party's 
councils, and a man who 
would 


steer a vigorous and independent 
course as the party's official com- 
mander. 


Evjue has certain disadvantages, 


however, although the reports that 
he would like the chairmanship are 
given considerable credence. He has 


] quarreled often and bitterly with 
t important elements in the party. His 
j activities in the last party primary 
i have left wounds which will 
re- 


quire time to heal. His was the most 
eager support, and the earliest nom- 
ination, of Herman I*. Ekern. when 
many of the party men wanted other 
candidates. In addition, there is a 
good question whether the LaFol- 
lettes would be satisfied with Evjue, 
acd despite the resentful murmur- 
ings in, the organization after Phil's 


defeat last fall, and his unpopular 
sponsorship of the new national par- 
ty, the LaFollcttcs arc still a dom- 
inant factor in the party. 


There will be another clement on 


the state central committee, other 
old-timers who know what a rigor- 
ous job it is to rebuild a party which 
took such a killing defeat as 
the 


Progressives took last fall, who will 
want a tried and experienced man to 
lead them out of the morass 
into 


which they have been driven. 


Phil Is Possibility 


Where such a man will be found is 


a delicate problem, however, unless 
LaFollette himself took the job. 
There are the defeated congressmen, 
but for one reason or another they 
appear to be ineligible. Most of them 
want to run for office again. Others 
have jobs. The popularity of a for- 
mer chairman, E. M. Rowlands, has 
waned, according to 
Progressive 


opinion. It is unlikely that 
John 


Reynolds could be persuaded 
to 


tackle the job again, after his recent 
experiences. There are. the defeated 
office-holders. But they too are per- 
ennial candidates for elective ottice. 


One remaining possibility 
is 


Thomas Davlin, member, and until 
recently chairman, of the state high- 
way commission. He is one of the 
oldest veterans in the organization, 
and one of the smartest generals on 
the headquarters staff. Popular, in- 
fluential, and respe_cted and widely 
known in the organization, he would 
get considerable support for 
the 


chairmanship. But it is unlikely that 
he would resign his position on the 
state highway body, 
unless 
the 


Heil administration proceeds with 
its reported plans to abolish 
the 


commission and tubstltute a new 
administrative setup. 


Party policy, during the first three 


months of the Hell government in 
tin capitol. has been one of deliber- 
ate inactivity. 
Confident that the 


Heil group would find 
troubles 


enough, high Progressive spokesmen 
have by prc-arrangemcnt kept out 
of the spotlight. "Let well enough 
alone", as one of them put it. There 
have been no speeches by 
party 


leaders, except by members of the 
legislature during attacks on Re- 
publican proposals and defenses of 
Progressive laws. 


That policy will shortly be chang- 


ed for another, according to -'nform- 
cd party men. Beginning in a few 
weeks organizational and speech- 
making work will be resumed. Phil 
I-aFollette will get back into the or- 
atorical harness. Local irganizations 
will be pepped up, and the campaign 
to straighten out the prospects for 
the state ticket next year, and more 
important. Senator LaFollette's re- 
election campaign, will be under- 
way. 


Sen. LaFollette's reelection pre- 


sents many problems, as the party 
captains are aware. Asked about the 
possibility of a New Deal alliance 
for the election campaign, they hes- 
itate to commit themselves. 


The be*t report available on the 


frequently discussed arrangement 
with the New Dealers to return L»- 
Follctto to Washington is thtt U it 
possible. Nothing has been settled, 
according to reports from Insiders in 
the organization. 


Nor Is there any talk about the 


party policy on LaFollettc's Nation- 
al Progressive policy. It was noted 
here with considerable Interest that 
the former governor on !iis return 
from Europe last week side-stepped 
questions on the NPA put by New 
York liberals. Current opinion holds 
that the NPA will be played down 
for the 1940 campaign, with 
the 


idea that it is more important to re- 
turn LaFollette to the senate and 
regain control of the 'Wisconsin gov- 
ernment before the attempt is made 
to make another excursion into the 
national field.

The record shows 
the sain for thc first «Juarter nas 
been 21 per cent However, I antici- 
pated that business by Easter would 
have seen a slight rise over the year- 
end JeveL January business stood at 
100 on the Babsoncbart Since then 
it has marked time. February was 
99, March 99.5. and April is opening 
at 100. In 1938, the figures were 84 
in January, 81.5 in February, and 81 
in March. 


Does the failure of 
business 
to 


rise since January mean that thc 
encouraging predictions I made for 
the entire year should be revised 
downward? Definitely not! The im- 
provement has simply been post- 
poned by one war scare after an- 
other. Three out of every four in- 
vestors, bankers, business men, and 
merchants whom I see say, "I'm not 
doing anything until I see what Hit- 
ler does next." Those -who seem least 
•worried of all are Mrs. and Mrs. 
John Q. Consumer. They keep right 
on with their retail shopping despite 
war hysteria. 
They are showing 


more sense than most 
"business 


men". 


Retail Trade Better 


We should be thankful that they 


are! By continuing to buy, they force 
stores to reorder merchandise; force 
manufacturers to buy raw materials; 
and force workers to keep employed. 
If they were as chicken-hearted as 
those -who are scared stiff by sen- 
sational radio and ncv^s dispatches, 
trade would be as low as a year ago. 
As it is, retail sales are relatively 
good. 
Prices are well below last 


Easter season; yet profit margins in 
many lines are better than they 
•were even in 1937. Those businesses 
that are lagging arc being held back 
by "fear"—and "fear" alone. 


The pet peeve of many business 


men has shifted from Washington to 
Berlin. Some, however, are 
still 


more worried about "what Roose- 
velt is going to do" than "what Hit- 
ler is going to do." These men do not 
yet realize that the New Deal, as 
such, is waning. The president could 
not get a new anti-business 
law 


through congress with a carload of 
crowbars. Moreover, we may get 
some tax relief even if there is no 
real economy at this session. So the 
Washington angle certainly looks 
better. 


New Farm Plan 


Thc one unhappy factor in thc 


outlook is the low prices of wheat, 
. com. cotton, citrus, dairy products, 
and vegetables. 
Barring a severe 


drought this year, they will prob- 
ably remain down—although there 
may be slight gains from 
current 


four-year lows. I'm not an advocate 
of high food costs—or any other high 
costs for that matter—but the farmer 
is entitled to a fair price for his la- 
bor just as is the union worker and 
the salaried employee. He may get

new stamp method of distributing 
surplus farm commodities.

V— Modem Filipinos 


Bamboo is Important in the lives 


of Filipinos. This tall grass has a 
woody stem which will stand a 
great deal of strain. 


We arc apt to think of bamboo 


as being an inch thick or lees, be- 
cause we see so many bimboo fish- 
ing poles. Very often it is thin, but 
bamboo may have a thickness of 
from four inches to a foot. Soir.c- 
limas It grows to a height of JOO 
feet or more, and in (hat casa Is 
very much like a tree trunk. 


Filipino houses are built largely 


of bamboo. So are some of the 
bridges 
on 
the 
islands. 
Many 


houses 
contain 
bamboo chairs, 


beds and tables. 


Some Filipino houses are built 


on stilts, leaving1 an open space 
below the first floor. In country 
parts, the family's water buffalo 
is likely to be stabled in this space. 
The space also is used as a home 
for chickens and ponies. Bamboo 
ladders lead from the ground to 
the doorway of the dwelling. 


As I have said, the true Fili- 


pinos are brown-skinned. 
They 


have a story to explain the color, 
and it goes like this: 


"In the beginning, the Creator 


made three trials before getting 
the right result in creating people. 
First a lump of clay was modeled 
in the shane" of a man. and was 
placed over a fire to be backed. 
It was baked too long, and out of 
the heat came a black man. 


"Then clay was treated in the 


saire way, but this time it was 
not baked long enough. The result 
was a white man, who was under- 
done 


"Finally there was a trial which 


came out well. A man with just 
the light shade of brown was pro- 
duced, and that was the Filipino!" 


We may smile over the idea of 


the Filipino thinking his shade is
